Applicant argues that Hirota et al. do not teach a "file management portion connected to the network and configured to manage a 
relationship between a data file from the network and an address of the memory cell" Applicant correctly points out that the PC (102) also 
has a file management portion, which does not preclude the semiconductor package from having a file management portion that manages 
a relationship between a data file from the network and an address of the memory cell. Applicant readily admits that Hirota et al. teach 
"the control unit 322 in response to commands generated by the PC 102 reads, writes and deletes data in connection with the flash 
memory 303" One having ordinary skill in the art would readily recognize that data, or files, written to the flash memory must be assigned 
a location (address) in memory that can easily be referenced for write and erase operations. The control unit must manage this 
relationship between the files (data) and the location (address) in memory. 
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
